one of her five daughters, Miss Flora 
E. Breck, shared with the Editor part of 
a letter she received from Mrs. Fay 
Inchfawn, an English writer of several 
little volumes of comforting Christian 
poetry, when a distant relative was near 
death’s door. “The critically ill one was 
himself an earnest Christian,” wrote Miss 
Breck, “and, although we realized the 
Heavenly Home is far better than the 
earthly, the parting was difficult. I 
quote from the letter above mentioned: 
‘And now let me say how sorry I am 
to hear that Mrs. E. has such a burden 
of anxiety. It is indeed a grief for which 
there is only one means of alleviation. 
This “means of grace” she knows, and 
you know, too. May I say that the Lord 
we love, in whom we have put our trust, 
will guide us even unto death. Into 
this experience we cannot enter unless 
we are called to face it, and that is why 
I feel myself unworthy to offer anything 
in the way of comfort. And yet God 
uses very simple words And so, 
I sit here alone, trying to place my pen

at His disposal and asking Him to give 
to you all the healing and the assurance 
and the peace which the presence of the 
Lord Jesus imparts. Sometimes we feel 
so pressed down, we cannot realize the 
sweep of the eternal things, and cannot 
exactly take into ourselves His prom- 
ises. I know this very well—but I know 
also that He is not grieved with us for 
our tiredness. And presently His sun 
will break through the cloudy thoughts 
and illumine our souls with almost stag- 
gering awareness.’”

HE Apostle Paul had boasted to the 
churches in Macedonia of the zeal 
of his converts in Corinth, in re- 
gard to their gifts toward the Hebrew 
believers in Judea, who were in some 
distress. Their zeal in this matter had 
inspired a like zeal in others, and now 
that the time approached when the 
Corinthian church would be called upon 
for their contribution, Paul enjoins them 
to be ready with a liberal] offering lest 
his boast of their zeal which moved 
others to be zealous should prove to be 
a vain boast and he would be put to 
shame (2 Cor. 9:3, 4). 


Zeal is a most desirable quality in the

believer. Once the word meant “envy,” 
but Paul converted the word, even as 
he converted the quality in himself. He 
who was such a fierce, bigoted zealot 
for Judaism, “being more exceedingly 
zealous of the traditions of my fathers” 
(Gal. 1:14) than any of his contem- 
poraries, became a gracious, loving, self- 
sacrificing enthusiast for Christ and the 
extension of His Kingdom. Zeal is 
synonymous with enthusiasm, and, when 
employed in the cause of the Kingdom 
and inspired by love to Christ, it is 
pleasing in His sight. 

God is full of enthusiasm for His own 
people. He tells of the great things He 
will do for Israel and assures them that 
the good He proposes to do for them will 
surely be fulfilled, for He says, I will do 
this “with my whole heart and with my 
whole soul” (Jer, 32:41). 

It is God’s quenchless enthusiasm that 
is to ultimately establish in triumph the 
glorious and eternal Kjngdom of Christ. 
He will not cease His enthusiasm for His 
Kingdom till every foe has been de- 
stroyed and Satan and sin will be no 
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more. All Christian missionary crusades 
have as the guaran‘tee of their viciory, 
the enthusiasm cf God. 

The Lord Jesus came to do the will of 
His Heavenly Father with His whole 
heart and soul. There was never any 
flagging of His interest and zeal for the 
things of God. The doing of His Father's 
will was His meat and drink (John 
4:34). Such was His enthusiasm for the 
Kingdom that His own brethren judged 
Him to be “beside himself” (Mark 3:21). 
The Cross is the measure of Christ’s en- 
thusiasm for the salvation of the world. 
His zeal was burning love in action 
through boundless sacrifice. 

*God looks for zeal in His own re- 
deemed servants, and wherever found 
He commends it. Language of strong 
reproof is addressed to the slothful, the 
lukewarm (see Matt. 25:26; Rev. 3:15), 
while words of commendation are ad- 
dressed to those zealous for the King- 
dom of God and His glory (Matt. 25:21; 
1 Thess, 1:8). Christians are exhorted 
to be zealous in good works (Titus 3:14), 

There is such a thing as misdirected 
zeal and which gets men and women 
nowhere. The Jews were zealous, but 
it was “not according to knowledge” 
(Rom, 10:2), and consequently all their 
zeal was vain, it brought no gain, no 
assurance of salvation, no peace of soul. 
Nothing is so sad as to see professing 
Christian men and women so intensely 
enthusiastic over business, politics, recre- 
ation, or ritual vestments, liturgies, 
music, and so cold and apathetic in re- 
spect to the progress of God’s Kingdom, 
the salvation of souls. Little do they 
realize the incalculable harm they are 
doing to their own souls. The worldly, 
unspiritual believer hates enthusiasm, 
and regards the man who is zealous for 
Christ as a fanatic, or something even 
worse, 

Those who won’t lift a finger to help 
forward Christ’s Kingdom are so quick 
to criticize those who are zealous for 
Christ. The warm enthusiasm of many 
an ardent young convert has_ been 
damped by the carping criticism of an 
elder believer, who is utterly devoid of 
zeal in the Lord’s service. If, in our en- 
thusiasm for Christ, we are regarded 
as fools, even by fellow Christians, then 
remember we are in the apostolic suc- 
cession, for the Apostle Paul was counted 
a fool, and he was not ashamed of it. 
He suffered the ignominy for Christ’s 
sake (1 Cor, 4:10; 2 Cor. 5:13). 

There were times in the history of the 
church when the tide of emotion, of en- 
thusiasm has swept through the church, 
cleansing her life from the pollutions of 
this world, lifting it to a higher spiritual 
level, as when the ocean fills the bed of 
a shrunken river with its wholesome 
buoyant water, 

Such was true of the church when 
God raised up John Wesley, whose evan- 
gelical fervor, untiring zeal, and sacri- 
ficial labor stirred a dead, worldly, 


selfish church into action. Wesley’s pas- 
& 
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sionate love fer souls resulted in the 
great Evangelical Revival, when tens of 
thousands, converted by his preaching of 
the Gospel, experienced a changed heart, 
and these, in turn, preached the Gospe! 
with astounding results. It is impossible 
fully to realize all that that revival 
meant both to America and Britain. It 
meant a new era for slaves, for the 
oppressed, for the poor, for the little 
boys and girls in mines and factories, 
for men and women wasting away in 
foul prisons. Dr. J. Wesley Bready says: 

“It is a recognized fact that this re- 
vival inspired by the labors of Wesley 
gave birth to the whole Protestant Mis- 
sionary Crusade, which today is a force 
for international righteousness in every 
continent. .. . But perhaps the greatest 
accomplishment of the whole revival is 
one frequently overlooked. North Amer- 
ica is today overwhelmingly Protestant 
and evangelical because of the contagious 
enthusiasm created by the eighteenth 
century revival in England; and because 
every convert, wherever he went was a 
missionary among his fellows.” 

What force there is in a zealous ex- 
ample! One live coal will gradually 
kindle many dead ones. Zeal is a con- 
tagious thing, and provokes others to 
throw off indifference and sloth, and to 
become active and devoted in the serv- 
ice of Christ. I knew a poor illiterate 
laborer whose zeal for Christ infected 
scores of men with a zeal for their Lord, 
Four became ministers of the Gospel, 
one of them being Dr. Herbert Lockyer, 
who has been used mightily of God in 
America and in Britain. One zealous 
Christian will set fire to a whole church 
or a whole community, just as one little 
match will set a prairie ablaze. 

Our zeal for Christ in some humble 
sphere cannot but infect others. One 
striking thing about the Salvationists in 
Britain is the number of young people 
who follow in their parents’ footsteps. 
They, in turn, catch the enthusiasm of 
their parents and may be seen taking 
their places as witnesses for Christ in 
the open air. If we are forward in our 
service for Christ others will be ashamed 
to be backward. Our zeal for the sanc- 
tuary, for the prayer meeting, for the 
salvation of souls will inspire others 
with a like zeal. When we are filled 
with the Holy Spirit, a Pentecostal fervor 
will be created among lukewarm Chris- 
tians, 

How is it with ourselves? Are we 
maintaining a spirit of sacrificial devo- 
tion for Christ, a burning enthusiasm 
for the extension of His Kingdom, a 
spirit of unflagging energy and endur- 
ance? One rendering of Romans 12:11 
is, “Never let your zeal flag; maintain 
the spiritual glow.” 

These are days of boundless oppor- 
tunity: days which call for fresh vision, 
new endeavors, dauntless courage, un- 
flagging zeal, and glowing hearts. We 
shall meet that call if we ever keep in 
mind the greatness of Christ’s love for 
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us. We shall keep the five of love alight 
if we keep in mind the fact that our 
day of opportunity is hastening to its 
close, that “the night cometh, when no 
man can work” (John 9:4). Our zeal 
and devotion will not be in danger, for 
this thought will keep us “firm, unmoy- 
able, busily occupied at all times in the 
Lord’s work” (1 Cor. 15:58, Weymouth).

Full-Time Service 


Among the evangelical magazines | 
take, the good old Sunpay ScuHooi 
TIMEs still tops the list. So if I “con. 
trovert” a little, you may be sure it is 
with love and regard, 

In the excellent short article “If 
You Are Discouraged” (June 7) the 
statement appears: “There are those 
who desire to be occupied in tasks of 
full-time Christian service, but are 
prevented.” This phrase, “full-time 
service,” does not ring true to me, 
long as I have heard it. 

Does there exist for any saved per- 
son at any time such a thing as “part- 
time” Christian service? If we serve 
the Lord only part of our time, whom 
do we serve in the remaining time? 
Is it not Scriptural that there are only 
two possible masters, and that it is 
impcssible to divide service between 
them? 

Is it not Scripturally true that from 
the moment a man trusts Christ as his 
Saviour he is in full-time service? If 
he drives a dump cart faithfully as 
pleasing the Lord and accepts the mis- 
understandings and vicissitudes of his 
calling patiently as unto the Lord, is 
he not serving? And serving whom? 

If he goes to Bible school and semi- 
nary and goes on to lead a large Chris- 
tian work, is he thereby any more in 
full-time service than when he drove 
the truck? Is it not conceivable that 
circumstances might arise in which it 
could truly be said he was less? 

I realize fully that in making this 
criticism I am running counter to long- 
established usage among the people of 
God. But I feel that these phrases 
weaken the church. 

Full-time leadership! Part-time 
leadership! These terms make sense! 
But “full-time service,” “secular tasks”! 
Have not such expressicns been sow- 
ing insiduously through the years the 
impression that there are two kinds of 
saved people and two standards of life 
and service expected by God from His 
children? Does the Bible teach that? 
Words can weaken, even innocent ones! 
—A New Jersey reader. 


The Editor appreciates the kindly 
spirit of this letter and the hearty com- 
mendation of THE SunpaAy ScHoo. TIMES. 

Though the phrase “full-time Chris- 
tian service,” is not found in the Bible, 
yet the thought seems to be there; and 
the expression is a rather convenient 
one, generally accepted among Christian 
people. The writer of the editorial was 
careful to say, “If God dces not open the 
door, let us stay patiently under His 
hand and do the task He has given us 
as unto Him. It may be more difficult

The love that casts out fear and how it is obtained 





F LOVE is the secret of the highest 

kind of freedom, what love is it? 

Where are we to seek for it? Whence 
does it come? And how may we be 
prought to know it, and live in it? 

Shall we say, as some maintain, that 
there is “a root of love at the bottom of 
the human heart, which it has received 
from God, and which only requires the 
removal of the pressure of other matter 
upon it to bring it out as the true part 
of man’? Surely not; 

The love which casts out fear and sets 
us free is not human love, inherent in 
man, lying dormant within, and only 
waiting to be awakened and brought 
forth. “The air only weighs heavily on 
such bodies as are void of air; so Gcd’s 
Law, and so far God Himself, who re- 
veals Himself by means of the Law, rests 
like a heavy, oppressive burden on souls 
who have not God within them” (Mar- 
In that sense of oppression we 
kindred af- 


tensen). 
have the evidence that nc 
fection exists within them, 

It is divine love that the soul needs. 
“The love of God” must be “shed abroad 
in our hearts” (Rom. 5:5). Strictly, 
throughout, not into our hearts. 

“The love of God—this means, not our 
love to God, nor exactly the sense of 
Ged’s love for us, but God’s love itself 
for us” (Neil). 

As Dr. Forbes observes: “The love 
here spoken of (Rom. 5:5) is not God’s 
love, as merely outwardly shown to us, 
but as shed abroad in our hearts as a 
gift, and is placed in connection with 
other Christian graces—patience and 
hope” (Analytical Commentary on the 
Epistle to the Romans). 


The Plentitude of God’s Love 

This divine love “becomes our love to 
God”. (Lange). The medium of this 
transfusion of the divine love in the 
heart is the Holy Spirit. He Himself 
first enters into the soul, and then from 
within makes known to us God's love, and 
communicates it as a power molding our 
emotions, purposes, and actions (Beet). 

The expression “shed abroad” “de- 
notes plenitude of communication” 
(Tholuck). As Philippi observes on the 
same text: “The love of God did not 
descend upon us as dew in drops, but 
as a stream which spreads itself through 
the whole soul, filling it with a conscicus- 
ness of His presence and favour.” 

In the same connection we have an- 
other and still more wenderful passage 
in the seventeenth of John’s Gospel. At 
the close of our Lord’s intercessory 
prayer we read: “And I have declared 
unto them thy name, and will declare it: 
that the love wherewith thou hast loved 
me may be in them, and I in them”

fore becoming a minister, Mr. Hop- 
kins had studied to be a civil 
engineer, and hé brought to his writ- 
ing on Scriptural subjects the clarity 
of thought and expression that he 
learned in his early profession. He 
also had a gift for finding apt illus- 
trations in familiar things, a char- 
acteristic that will soon be evident 
to all who read this series of eight 
articles in the Times.

(John 17:26) Here again the love re- 
ferred to is ncthing short of God’s own 
love. The truth declared is the indwell- 
ing of divine love. “When God's love to 
us comes to be in us, it is like the virtue 
which the loadstone gives the needle, 
inclining it to move towards the pole” 
(Lange). As Dr. Westcott remarks, “The 
possibility cf such a consummation lies 
in the fact of the presence of the Son 
Himself in them.” “The love of God in 
lighting on believers will not attach itself 
to aught that is defiled. For it will in 
truth light orly on Jesus Himself, on 
Jesus living in them, and upon them as 
identified with Him and reflecting His 
holy image” (Godet). 

In the same way that passage in Jchn’s 
Epistle is to be understood: “Behold, 
what manner of love the Father hath 
bestowed upon us” (1 John 3:1). How 
many read these words as if the meaning 
were, Behold, what marner of love the 
Father hath manifested towards us. But 
here we have something more “than a 
mere demonstration of love; the full 
power of Divine love has imparted itself 
to us as our own, is a free gift to us: 
not only specific manifestations of the 
love of God, but that love itself is given 
to us” (Haupt). Or, as another puts it, 
“God has made His love our property” 
(Meyer). “God has not only given in 
love, but He has given love itself, made 
it our own, absolutely given it to us, so 
that His love is now ours” (Lange). Dr. 
Westcott remarks on this text, in his 
Commentary on the Epistles cf John: 
“The love is not simply exhibited 


towards believers, but imparted to them. 
The divine love is, as it were, infused 
into them, so that it is their own, and 
becomes in them the source of a divine 
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life (Rom. 13:10). In virtue of this gift, 
therefore, they are inspired with a love 
which is like the love of God, and by 
this they truly claim the title of chil- 
dren of God, as partakers in His nature.” 

Then we have that marvelous state- 
ment in the fourth chapter of this same 
Epistle (1 John 4:16), on which Dr 
Westcott observes: “The nature of the 
believer must be conformed to _ the 
nature of God... . From the very nature 
of God, it follows as a necessary con- 
sequence that the life of self-devotion is 
a life in fellowship with Him, , . , ‘He 
that abideth in love,’ as the sphere in 
which his life is fulfilled, ‘abideth in God, 
and God [abideth] in him. He that so 
abideth in love hath risen to the 
heavenly order (Col. 3:3), and found the 
power of divine fellowship for the ac- 
complishment of earthly work.’” 

One deeply taught in the spiritual life 
observes: “We must remember care- 
fully to discriminate that it is not the 
salvation that St, John is 
He assumes that those

here speaking of. 
whom he is addressing are saved: fo! 
notice what comes immediately before it 
‘Whosoever shall confess that Jesus is 
the Son of God’—that is salvation, that 
confession of faith is salvation—‘God 
dwelleth in him, and he in God’—that is 
the union, consequent upon the faith, in 
the salvation, with the Son, and through 
the Son with the Father It is a very 
strong and eloquent term ‘to dwell in 
love,’ a home of love. And the promise 
of that home of love is more wonder‘ul 
still—that God shall be our home. And 
then more stupendous beyond it—and 
we shall be God’s home. He that has 
made his home in love, has his home in 
Gcd, and God has His home in him 
(Rev. James Vaughan, Brighton), 
Where the Will Is Free 

It is in this home of divine love the 
will is free. It is then that “God is the 
element of human volition” (Delitzsch) 
Finding our home in God, the bondage 
of external restraint is at an end. This 
is not a mere ideal. It is a possible 
experience. It is that “fulness of the 
blessing of Christ” we may know even 
here in this life. Truth, peace, and love 
are no less realities than are the mind 
the conscience, and the will. 

It is by bringing each part of our be- 
ing into its true environment that the 
Spirit accomplishes His work of eman- 
cipation. A life of mere duty is thus 
transformed into a life of liberty and 
delight. Let us suppose the case of one 
whose desires are only partially puri- 
fied. Peace with God has been known 
and realized gut, owing to a want of

WEDISH Missions in Ethiopia.— 

When Mussolini was at the height 

of his power, he shook his fist at 
distant Sweden and suppressed Swedish 
missions in Eritrea, the part of Ethiopia 
that Italy had earlier torn from the 
Ethiopian Empire. He feared that the 
intelligent leadership which the mission 
had trained might be a nucleus of op- 
position. Some converts he shot; others 
he imprisoned. Nevertheless, the church 
continued to grow, and at the present 
time—shepHerded by it—a great move- 


ment to Christ, “self-suppcrting, self- 
governing, and self-propagating,” is go- 


ing on among the Gallas. 

This Swedish Mission (the Evange- 
liska Fosterlands-Stiftelsen) represents 
an early revival in the Swedish state 
church, and its purpose has been to re- 
vive the spiritual life in the Ethiopian 
Church, abstaining from unnecessary 
criticism and proclaiming a full Gospel 
to lay and learned. During his wartime 
exile, the Emperor visited Sweden, and, 
writing of it, said: “The chief reason 
for my visit is my love for Sweden. 
Swedish missionaries have performed in 
my country a great and blessed work. 
They have founded schools and hospitals, 
they speak our language, and they, of 
all missionaries, have best known how 
to win the affection and trust of my 
people.” 

How different the fire-and-sword mis- 
sion of papalism which Mussolini 
sponsored! 

But the Ethiopian church has not lent 
itself to reform, and consequently an 
evangelical church has been built up out- 
side it. The Government, although rea- 
sonable and tclerant, is distrustful of 
missions, fearing that they may spear- 
head colonial projects. But Sweden has 
no possible ambitions of this sort, and 
hence this mission is undisturbed in its 
work among state churchmen as well as 
among pagans. It proved its loyalty to 
the nation during the Italian occupation, 
and though small has become an impor- 
tant factor in the moral and spiritual 
life of the country. It provides “many 
incorruptible functionaries in govern- 


ment service; it is a challenge to the 
corrosion of popular superstition and 
ignorance which characterize the ma- 


jority of Ethiopian Christians, and it has 
developed a community life which is an 
example of what love and service can 
accomplish in a decadent Christian en- 
vironment.” 


Mussolini patronized not only Roman 
Catholicism in Ethiopia, but, strange to 
say, Mchammedanism as well. In a 
speech at Tripoli in 1937 he said: 

“Fascist Italy intends to guarantee to 


the Moslem peoples of Libya and Ethio- 
pia peace, justice, prosperity, and respect 
for the laws of the Prophet, and wishes, 
moreover, to manifest its sympathy with 
Islam and the Moslems of the entire 
world.” 

So the Italians gave Orthodox Islam 
official recognition, built mosques, and 
appointed gadis. Arabic was introduced 
into the schools for Moslems and higher 
schools set up for them, 

Pure power politics which, however, 
proved vain! 

Mennonites, in three stations, work 
among Moslem Gallas. The Sudan In- 
terior Mission also works among Mos- 
lems. Its Moslem intake has been slight, 
but among the Wallamo there has been 
a movement of 20,000 converts in 175 
communities. They have built over a 
hundred round-hut churches and labori- 
ously copied by hand the two Gospels 
translated into Wallamo, so that each 
church might have one. During the 
Italian invasion, God’s Spirit in South- 
western Ethiopia brought into existence 
a body known as the Bethel Evangelical 
Church under the inspiration of a blind 
pastor, Gilada Solon. It has been de- 
clared by the United Presbyterian Mis- 
sion “an independent church since it 
lives and grows, fed by God’s Word and 
led by His Spirit.” 


Louis Braille, who died a hundred 
years ago this year, was the greatest 
benefactor the blind have ever had. He 
himself lost sight as a consequence of a 
boyhcod accident, lived only to his 
forty-third year, and was in later life 
an invalid. Yet in this brief span of 
years he did for the blind what Guten- 
berg did for the sighted. On June 23 
the French’ Government transferred his 
remains to the Pantheon in Paris, a sort 
of secular Westminster Abbey. A pro- 
cession of the blind with white canes 
marched behind the coffin on its way 
to the high-domed church. There was 
military music and clangor of bells. 


Even better is the memorial the Amer- 
ican Bible Society offers up this year to 
his memory. It is a new edition of the 
Bible in Braille in eighteen large books, 
selling at twenty-five cents each. This 
is far below cost. The Bible Society’s 
remarkable work for the blind includes 
Scripture in thirty-five different lan- 
guages. 

“A better memorial?” 
illustrates what we mean. 

In Nicaragua, Colporteur Dixon met a 
blind man who drank the money he got 
from begging and cursed any who re- 
fused to give alms to him. Then a

taught himself to be a scissors-grinder, 
and self-supporting. Further, he said, 
a Christian shculd learn to read, and 
mastered Spanish Braille. “When I met 
him in church he sat there, before the 
service began, with a Bible portion in 
Braille, running his fingers over the 
words and telling me in Spanish what 
the words were.” His Braille copy was 
a gift of the American Bible Society, 


Two outstanding figures in modern 
missions have recently gone to be with 
their Lord, Dr. Samuel Zwemer, the 
apostle to the Islam of our day, and 
Miss Mildred Cable, pioneer in Central 
Asia. 

Dr. Zwemer spent years in the searing 
climate of Arabia; Miss Cable and her 
associates, the French sisters, in the 
Desert of Gobi. The glare of Arabia’s 
sun sent Dr. Zwemer back to New York 
for eye treatment: the Central Asian 
desert was full of pitfalls and dangers 
which these three intrepid women faced, 
For years Dr. Zwemer edited single- 
handed the Moslem Quarterly, with its 
immense erudition, was a prolific writer 
and speaker for promotion of missions, 
and an impassioned evangelist. (The 
last time I heard him speak was in a 
rescue mission on Eighth Ave., New 
York.) In his old age he was Profes- 
sor of Missions in Princeton Seminary. 

Miss Cable was also a singularly dis- 
tinguished author of missicnary litera- 
ture of a lovely belletristic type, long a 
teacher in a Chinese mission school, ex- 
plorer, and witness for fifteen years in 
one of the remotest areas of earth, and 
later evangelist in Brazil, Uruguay, and 
Argentina. Also a valued worker for 
the British Bible Society. 

These servants of Christ both united 
brilliant mentality with devout and im- 
passioned evangelical loyalty to Christ. 


Mention is made in the British Weekly 
of villages of the Ahli-Haq, “the Peo- 
ple of God,” scattered in the remote parts 
of western Persia, who are apparently 
a residue of Christianity never absorbed 
into Islam. They have their own re- 
ligious writings, which show marked 
resemblances to the New Testament, As 
Persia was in the early days a great 
center of Nestorian Christianity, it is 
highly probable that their origins run 
back to it. Certainly they disassociate 
themselves from Islam, although they 
are supposed to be Moslems, 

A colporteur of the British Bible So- 
ciety is receiving a friendly entrance 
into these communities. In the first vil- 
lage, in true Eastern fashion (cf. Luke 
15), the headman ordered a sheep killed 
and there was plenty of meat for sup- 
per. Same cordiality in the second one. 
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The message of the Gospel was pre- 
sented to the mayor and the landlord. 
One village had over a thousand fruit 
sardens, with far more fruit than it 
could use. Here the head of the sect 
baked three hundred pounds of bread 
daily for travelers and the poor. 

These people have many marks of a 
Christian origin. They seek to return 
good for evil, are just in their economic 
arrangements, and there are no class 
distinctions. At worship they sing 
hymns and have various festivals which 
seem to run back to Jewish Christianity. 
But of Islam they believe nothing. 

The journey took more than a month. 
“We visited some fifteen places and sold 
over six hundred volumes of Scripture,” 
concludes Allahyar Mirzal, colporteur. 


The Tabernacle on the Montmartre, 
Paris.—Outstanding churches are being 
written up for American Christian 
readers. Let us call attention to this 
one on an ancient “Mount of Witness.” 

It is a faith church, and its faith is re- 
warded. Its bookshop, Les Bons Semeurs, 
has been running twenty years, and has 
customers in fifty-three countries. In 
this time they have sold 12,000 Bibles, 
31.000 New Testaments, and 24,000 Gos- 
pels; they have published thirteen books, 
and sold, or given away, a vast number 
of tracts, pamphlets, and books. “Our 
booksellers have many opportunities to 
speak of the Lord to their customers.” 

They have their own foreign mission 
on the Ivory Coast, Africa, with twenty- 
three missionaries on the field and 
thirty-two native workers. Great prog- 
ress has been made in the past two 
years in evangelism: a school for train- 
ing Christian schoolteachers, translation 
of sixty hymns into Yakuba, and so on. 

Then there is a holiday home for fifty 
children: also Béthanie, a home for five 
aged women, Two years ago they started 
evangelism among the Roman Catholics 
of Normandy. M. and Mme. Charlet 
started market work in sixteen towns, 
and put up pcsters in seventy-one vil- 
lages. They have had Gospel services 
in town halls, drinkshops, and in their 
own home. Of the open-air preaching 
in the market places M. Charlet writes: 
“The opposition of the clergy has been 
very great. A very Catholic school- 
teacher brought a priest to the market, 
and during an hour and a half, before 
a grcup which changed frequently 
(which enabled us to teach at least fifty 
people), we locked horns on Biblical 
passages having to do especially with 
Purgatory and money. Crampon Bible 
in hand, we were able to say what we 
had in our hearts. Many listeners were 
visibly on our side. One lady even 
dared to buy a Bible before the priest! 
It was a rough morning.” 

These are the Tabernacle’s external 
activities in addition to its usual home 
work, conventions, preaching, children’s 
work, and so on. 
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There Is Good News From Ireland.— 
“The Pioneers” is the name of a large 
group of temperance people who have 
rallied under a pledge. A recent anni- 
versary of foundation was held in Dub- 
lin, attended by a hundred thousand 
people from all parts of Ireland, mostly 
young people, and from other European 
countries. It is reported that there were 
93,000 who were at Mass in Croke Park, 
to dedicate themselves anew to the cause 
of total abstinence, all wearing Pioneer 
badges. The Archbishop of Tuam read 
a telegram from Pius XII with his con- 
gratulations. Special meetings were 
held in Dalymont Park for young people 
at which the Bishop of Limerick spoke. 

Centers are now established in every 
city, town and district. The Pioneer 
emblem is seen on every side and one 
out of every five of the adult popula- 
tion is a member. What they say of it 
is this: 

“It has helped to break the tyranny 
that forced people to drink against their 
wills. There was a time when at wed- 
dings, wakes, and other social functions, 
men felt compelled to take drinks which 
they really did not want. This was re- 
sponsible for untold harm. Now it is 
an accepted thing for a man not to drink 
on such occasions. In every sphere of 
life there are men and women—under- 
graduates, golfers, farmers, air-hostesses, 
and what not, who prove to the world 
that they can live normal lives and en- 
joy themselves without alcohol.” 


“They say and do not” is the descrip- 
tion of the social Christianity outfit. 
The Saturday Evening Post, January 26, 
tells the story of a plain, praying man, 
Wallace Johnson, who has come out of 
the pine woods of Mississippi to do great 
things. Since 1940 he has built about 
10,000 houses in and about Memphis, 
Tenn. He asked the Lord to make him 
a builder of men and of homes and the 
Lord has answered him. He calls on 
the Lord for specific things and gets 
them. He makes Him his partner, Thus: 

“Oh, Lord, help us to build a good 
house cheaper than anyone else in the 
United States! Help us to get lumber 
and sawmills and whatever else we need, 
that we may be able to house the Negro 
citizens of our community as they have 
never been housed before! And, God, 
help us to make the connection with 
the right kind of banks that understand 
that mortgages on Negro property are 
as safe an investment as any other kind, 
so that we can go on and on and on! .... 

“I know I won't let the Lord down,” 
he says, “and I know He won't let me 
down. What I’ve done so far is just 
the beginning. I've put a lot of people 
in good homes—homes that are going 
to inspire them to be better Christians. 
There are still 4.500 acres of slums in 
this city that cught to be transformed 
by decent housing.” 

So he is replacing shabby Negro slums 
with attractive, decent projects, well 
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built, and of low rent—Vandalia, Lincoln 
Apartments, and so on. Fourteen hun- 
dred Negro families have been rehoused 
in this way. 

Not only is he a tither, but his com- 
panies also tithe. He prays, “Lord, teach 
me to win souls”; and he is paying for 
the training of a number of young Bap- 
tist preachers. He also plans to build 
homes for old folks in colonies. He is 
good to his employees, pays health in- 
surance for them, and helps forward 
those showing capacity 

One fact struck my New England eye 
forcibly. Mr, Wallace’s mother “traces 
her ancestry back to Jonathan Edwards.” 
The seed of the righteous comes up 
through the earth in unexpected places 

“Pray for guidance. Pray, pray,” is 
the last word of this Christian entre- 
preneur, 


Dr. Walter Montano of Christ’s Mis- 
sion has been evangelizing in Mexico 
At Torreon, a city of 66,000, hundreds 
were converted. In Monterrey, even the 
largest church buildings proved too 
small for the spiritually starved people 
Some of the leading citizens and fore- 
most government officials attended the 
services, and a former governor of the 
state knelt in true evangelical fashion 
and consecrated his life to Christ In 
interviews many prcminent 
disappointing in- 


personal 
people confessed the 
adequacy of Roman Catholic religion 

Thus a colonel in the Mexican Army, 
recently converted to Christ, heard a 
man calling to him at a meeting, “Col- 
onel, don’t you remember me? I was 
your sergeant when both of us were 
Roman Catholics and you used to send 
me to secure liquor for our drinking 
parties during the revolution.” The 
colonel recognized him, but this meeting 
was different, a reunion in Christian 
fellowship. 

In Mexico City, also, Dr. Montano was 
able to talk with prominent civil serv- 
ants and businessmen who had one line 
of questioning, “Is there something bet- 
ter than the Roman Catholic religion, 
and how to get it.” Night after night 
rich and poor met in these meetings 
“The heroic faith of Pastor Ruesga, 
whose sufferings, persecutions, and im- 
prisonment because of his uncompromis- 
ing testimony have only ccntributed to 
make him a spiritual giant, and the in- 
spiring leadership of the Rev. José Vel- 
asco, are tangible evidence that Prctes- 
tant Christianity in Mexico is more aliv< 
than ever before.” 

Brief Notes

liberty, this peace has become sadly 
marred. Incessant struggles and re- 
peated failures have robbed the life of 
all joy. Such a one is told that conflict 
is one of the characteristics of the Chris- 
tian life. He learns, moreover, from the 
Word of God that he is called to “fight 
the good fight of faith,” and that being 
a soldier of the Cross he has to “put on 
the whole armour of God.” Conflict, 
therefore, he sees clearly from Scripture 
there must be. 

But how often such a one concludes 
too hastily that the struggles he experi- 
ences constitute the Christian warfare! 
He does net distinguish between con- 
flict and rebellion. The will may not 
be wholly yielded. It may be under the 
influence of some evil desire. 

There can be no real peace or lib- 
erty for a soul in that condition. We 
can tonceive of a case in which the will 
is strong, and the passions are held well 
under control. And what have you? 
You have a life of outward abstinence 
from the evil and of confcrmity to the 
good, but not a life of joy and liberty. 
You have a man who walks consci- 
entiously, it is true; but he knows noth- 
ing of real delight and freedom in the 
service of God. 

The force of conscience and the power 
of will may be sufficient in many in- 
stances to keep the passions under re- 
straint, so that in the main there is an 
absence of outward transgression, and, 
it may be, a good deal of zeal and activ- 
ity in working for Gcd. But, oh, what 
a sense of strain and perpetual bondage 
within! Christ’s yoke is felt to be con- 
stantly pressing. ._It is not found to be 
eusy, nor His burden to be light. 

iNow let us suppose such a one is 
brought under the power of a fuller and 
deeper work of the Holy Ghost. Let us 
suppose that divine love sanctifies his 
desires to the same degree that divine 
truth has emancipated his mind and di- 
vice peace his conscience—what then? A 
compiete change takes place in his whole 
life. Because he begins to love, and 
delight in, the right, as well as recog- 
nize its excellence, he now finds it easy 
to do it. He begins to like what God 
commands; and it is never hard to do 
what one likes. Then he finds the truth, 
in his own experience, of those words, 
“His commandments are not grievous.” 

Here, then, lies the secret of liberty 
and delight in the service of the Lord. 

Seek to grasp the glorious fact that 
you may have Christ as divine love fill- 
ing your soul. Just as the alabaster 


box was in the house, and its presence 
may not have been known, so Christ 
has been a long time with many of His 
disciples, and they have not known Him; 
that is, they have been comparatively 
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ignorant of His glorious fullness. But 
no sooner was the box broken, and the 
ointment shed abroad, than the odor 
filled the house. So, when the love of 
God is poured forth by the Holy Ghost 
—when the infinite treasures of divine 
love stored up in Christ are disclosed, 
revealed in us, shed abroad in our hearts 
by the Holy Ghost—their subduing, lib- 
erating, and transforming influences be- 
gin at once to be seen and felt. Their 
cleansing and purifying effect on our 
thoughts and desires are realized. We 
begin to learn then what our blessed 
Lord meant when He said, “Blessed are 
the pure in heart, for they shall see God” 
(Matt. 5:8). 

But do you ask, How am I to get this 
love? “Love,” one has said, “cannot be

Reaching boys and girls otherwise untouched for Christ

In a section of the New York metropolitan area where child delinquency 

runs rampant, the Mission described in this article is bringing the Gospel 

to thousands, It is managed by a board of eleven men and women, has 

only one worker on full salary, and has its headquarters office at 1121 
Bedford Ave., Brooklyn 16, N. Y. 


HE Brooklyn Children’s Mission 

annually reaches about one thousand 
boys and girls in a section where par- 
ental and juvenile delinquency runs un- 
checked. In this section there are at 
least 30 public schools, with a total en- 
rollment of more than 30,000 children of 
grammar school age. This does not in- 
clude a vast teen-age population that 
is hardly touched by the Gospel. About 
90 per cent of the children are Negroes, 
and most of the rest Puerto Ricans. 
While it is true there are several large 
Negro congregations and a multitude of 
store-front churches, the all-pervasive 
spiritual darkness and moral delinquency 
prove that the need of the people is 
not being met. 

With its limited resources, the Brook- 
lyn Children’s Mission is touching many 
young hearts and lives. The Lord has 
blessed our efforts insofar as we have 
been able to go ahead. Each year an 
average of 10 percent of those dealt with 
profess and give evidence of salvation. 
However, what shall we say for the other 
29,000, and the number is growing daily, 
who with their families have no under- 
standing of spiritual things? A shortage 
of workers and funds stands between 
them and the truth of God’s Word. In- 
deed, we cannot begin to give adequate 
instruction and guidance to the ones 
whom we do contact from week to week 

The work of the Mission, necessarily 
interdenominational in character, began 
some fourteen years ago and is now sup- 
ported by a number of churches, Bap- 
tist and Presbyterian, by the All-Nations 
Evangelistic Fellowship, the Missionary 


Training Institute at Nyack, and indi- 
vidual believers. Support, however, has 
been relatively meager. There are sev- 
eral reasons for this: (1) The bitterness 
of many church members over the influx 
of an unwanted people and the conse- 
quent shift of white population to other 
parts. (2) The financial loss which this 
has meant for the interested churches 
(3) The general defeatism among the 
evangelical forces in the city. (4) The 
opposition of the larger denominations, 
white and Negro, and their interdenomi- 
national agencies. 

In as much as fast-changing Brooklyn 
is either unable or unwilling to back a 
necessary ministry of this nature, we 
must make appeal to Christians in other 
places. Especially would we _ request 
churches and prayer bands to join with 
us at the Throne of Grace for the Lord’s 
supply of our wants. Our particular 
need is for trained workers, called of 
the Lord and assured of their own sup- 
port, who will labor together with us. 
No less needed, however, are men equip- 
ped to teach and preach with a view to 
establishing sound testimonies in this 
great mission field. Brethren, pray for 
us!

The Lesson as a Whole 
By J. C. Macaulay, D.D. 


Approach to the Lesson 

HIS lesson introduces us to one of 
Te noblest and purest characters 

in Old Testament story. Self- 
effacing, upright, and true, Samuel, after 
a long career in public office, could chal- 
lenge the nation to point out a single 
case of inequity in all his administra- 
tion, and the answer was one of complete 
vindication (1 Sam, 12:3-5). This is the 
mere remarkable when we consider the 
times in which he lived. They were 
days of apostasy, of corruption, of vio- 
lence, and confusion. “In those days 
here was no king in Israel: every man 
jid that which was right in his own 
eyes” (Judges 21:25). The theocracy 
was only in name, and there was no 
entralized authority. 

Even the religion of the country was 
polluted. The house of God itself was 
a center of corruption, immorality, and 
greed. The old priest Eli may have been 
good enough in himself, but he was a 
weakling, and his sons turned the sanc- 
tuary into a brothel and the sacrifices 
into a means of gain (1 Sam. 2:12-16, 
22). In the midst of all this Samuel 
grew up, strong and pure, like a white 
lily in a scene of putrefaction. 

Not only were they evil days in which 
Samuel came to the leadership of his 
people, but they were also days of politi- 
cal instability and unrest. The Philis- 
tines were making life more and more 
intolerable for the Israelites. Some 
think that the days of Samson over-

It was God’s mercy to Israel 
that such a man was raised up for such 
a time. 


Verse by Verse 

1 Sam. 1:20.—‘She bare a son, and 
called his name Samuel.” Do not fail 
to read about Hannah’s mental and spir- 
itual travail in the earlier part of this 
chapter. The name is the memorial of 
that travail—“asked of God.” 

Verse 24.—‘And when she had weaned 
him, she took him .. . unto the house 
of the Lord.” The child was probably 
two or three years old, according to 
custom. The promise of verse 11 was 
not forgotten. Three animals were used 
in the consecration of a priest (Lev. 
8:2, 14-24), and Hannah may have had 
that in mind in this act of dedicating 
her son. The flour and the wine would 
be for the meal offering and the drink 
offering. 

Verse 25.—“And they slew a bullock, 
and brought the child to Eli.” Read 
“the bullock,” but which of the three 
mentioned in verse 24 cannot be deter- 
mined—whether a sin offering, a burnt 
offering, or a consecration offering. 





revealed himself to Samuel in Shiloh by the word of the Lorp.

Verse 26.—‘As thy soul liveth, .. . I 
am the woman praying unto the 
Lord.” The incident was sufficiently un- 
usual to impress itself on Eli's mind 
(vs. 12-17), but he would scarcely iden- 
tify this rejoicing woman with the one 
whom he had reproved for supposed 
drunkenness. 


Verse 27.—“The Lord hath given me 
my petition.” A distinct echo of Eli's 
words in verse 17. Definite petitions 
and definite answers make an impres- 
sive record of the goodness and faith- 
fulness of God. 


Verse 28.—“As long as he liveth he 
shall be lent to the Lord.” For “lent” 
read “returned.” Hannah _ recognized 
God's right in this child. It was an act 
of faith also, confident that the child 
would ratify her action by a life-long 
consecration to God. “And he worship- 
ped the Lord there.” This demonstra- 
tion of God’s faithfulness to His believ- 
ing children struck an answering chord 
in Eli’s heart. 


Chap. 3:1.—“The word of the Lord was 
precious in those days; there was no 
open vision.” “Precious” is used in the 
sense of “rare.” Since the song of Deb- 
orah (Judges 5), only the song of Han- 
nah (1 Sam. 2:1-10) and the prophecy of 
the man of God (vs. 27-36) had broken 
the silence. They were days of dimness, 


Verses 2-15.—Here we have the call 
of Samuel, and his first message from 
God—a heavy one for a child to bear. 
Josephus says that Samuel had just com- 
pleted his twelfth year. See Luke 2:42. 


Verse 16.—“Samuel, my son ,. , . Here 
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am I.” Notice Samuel’s ready “Here 
am I” (vs. 4, 6, 8). Is the Lord sure of 
such an answer from us? 

Verse 17.—‘God do so to thee, and 
more also, if thou hide any thing from 
me.” A very solemn oath was this that 
Eli laid on young Samuel. It may be 
that after the message of chapter 2:27- 
36 Eli suspected that the word to Sam- 
uel concerned him, and the boy’s silence 
would increase his suspicion. 

Verse 18.—“It is the Lord: let him do 
what seemeth him good.” Eli recognized 
God’s sovereign right, and also the equity 
of the judgment, however severe. 

Verse 19.—‘The Lord was with him, 
and let none of his words fall to the 
ground.” Here was the mark of the true 
prophet, and it is the only case in the 
Bible cf a child being called to bear 
the oracles of God. 

Verse 20—‘“And all Israel from Dan 
even to Beer-sheba knew.” From far- 
thest north to farthest south the news 
spread that the Word of God had again 
come to Israel—and by the youthful 
helper of the aged priest, 

Verse 21.—“The Lord revealed himself 
to Samuel.” The condition of verse 7 
was no longer true, and in consequence 
the condition of verse 1 was being re- 
versed. 

Chap. 4:1.—“‘And the word of Samuel 
came to all Israel.” There is no indica- 
tion that Samuel yet went throughout 
Israel, but his words from the Lord were 
reported. It was a premising day for 
Israel, if they would listen, 


The Heart of the Lesson 

The case of Hannah is noticeably like 
that of Rachel. Both were beloved by 
their husbands, and both had the humil- 
iation of seeing their less favored rivals 
bear children, while they themselves 
were barren. Both cried to the Lord, 
and both were granted their request. 
See Genesis 30:22. God is the giver of 
life, and God hears and answers prayer. 
We Christians do not believe that we 
are here by an accident of nature, but 
that nature is the servant of the Crea- 
tor. and He has sovereignly ordered our 
existence. Surely this lends new dig- 
nity to life, and it ought to give Chris- 
tian parents a sense of responsibility to 
God in the training of their children. 

Hannah stands as the great Biblical 
example of a godly mother dedicating 
her child to the service of God. Her 
husband, Elkanah, seems to have been 
completely in accord with her in this. 
The peculiar circumstances dictated the 
form of the dedication. The tokens of 
a Nazarite were upon him from birth 
(chap. 1:11). Only in very special con- 
ditions and by very clear leading have 
parents the right to determine the sphere 
in which their child will serve God, but 
believing parents have not only the right 
but the responsibility to give back their 
child to God, that he may be separated

from birth to the will of God. Children 
are not given for the gratification of 
the parents’ pride and ambition, but to 
be nurtured and trained for Christ and 
His service. 

The call of God comes to some later 
in life, but far more often it comes in 
youth or even childhood. Some are in- 
clined to treat lightly children’s ex- 
pressed desire to enter some _ special 
sphere of Christian service, instead of 
fostering it. As Eli recognized the call 
of God in the Temple child, so we should 
seek to discern the hand of the Lord 
upon little children, and do all in our 
power to encourage the youthful vision. 
I am very sure that my childhood de- 
sire to “preach” to the chairs and to hold 
Communion services in the parlor was 
part of a spiritual awakening which re- 
sulted in a life of ministry. The case 
of Samuel should make Christ’s teach- 
ing regarding little children more im- 
perative. Read again Matthew 18:5, 6.

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purposes of God were born out of spir- 
itual as well as physical travail. Sarah 
was barren, and faith was long and 
sorely tested before Isaac came. Re. 
bekah was barren, but the prayers of 
Isaac prevailed (Gen. 25:21). Rache] 
was barren, but was heard and given 
strength to conceive (chap. 30:22). Han- 
nah was barren, but prayer gave her 
Samuel. Elisabeth was barren, but the 
Lord answered prayer when she was past 
age, and John the Baptist was born 
(Luke 1:13). One wonders if this bar- 
renness were not the result of Satanic 
activity to prevent the purposes of God, 
but the wrestlings of prayer prevailed 
—wrestlings energized by the Holy 
Spirit. Let us remember that souls are 
not born again without spiritual travail, 
and it is not without strong conflict that 


Christ is formed in His people (Gal. 
4:19). 
Bigamy. What shall we answer to 


those who say that many good men of 
the Old Testament had more than one 
wife, and the Scriptures, in recording 
the fact, seem to do so without any in- 
dication of the divine disapproval? In 
the first place, we should do as our Lord 
did concerning a related subject, 
back to the beginning to find God's in- 
tention (Matt. 19:4-6). In the second 
place, in the New Testament the quali- 
fications for office in the church include 
monogamy (1 Tim, 3:2, 12), which indi- 
cates God's standard for His people. In 
the third place, God has taught us by 
the effects of polygamy that it is not of 
His ordering. It resulted in jealousy 
and envy in the house of Jacob. It 
brought idolatry into the house of Solo- 
mon and into his kingdom. It exposed 
Hannah to the scorn of her rival. It 
is never a happy situation. 

Personal Applications 

Purity springs from the heart's own 
communion with God, not from our en- 
vironment. 

The purity of Samuel did more for 
Israel than the strength of Samson. Let 
us first be pure. 

Sarah went to Abraham about the 
scorn of Hagar (Gen. 16:4, 5): Hannah 
went to God about the scorn of Peninnah 
(1 Sam, 1:6, 11). The latter had happier 
results. Take your troubles to God. 

Have you kept your promises to God 
regarding the child He gave you in an- 
swer to prayer? 

A child whose ear is tuned to the 
voice of God is of more worth to a nation 
than a thousand senators whose ears are 
tuned to the demand of the people. 

Watch for the stirrings of the Holy 
Spirit in your child’s soul. That may be 
the birth of a mighty prophet,

After the Lesson.—It is over three 
thousand years since Samuel was born 
and named Asked-of-God by his praying 
mother. She had prayed for a son, and 
the name she gave him ever after tes- 
tified that God hears and answers 
prayer. But Hannah gave her boy back 
to the God who gave him to her, gave 
him to God for His service. So Samuel 
grew up at Shiloh under the care of Eli 
the high priest. 

The annual visit of Hannah to see her 
lad must have been a great event for 
both of them. The new coat she brought 
him each year was a priest’s garment in 
a size to fit the boy. Each visit and 
each new coat would remind Samuel 
of two things. First it would remind 
him that his mother expected great 
things for her boy. She believed God had 
a place for Samuel in His service, and the 
special priestly dress showed her faith 
that Samuel was to serve the Lord. But 
also it would remind the boy that his 
mother expected much from him. Eli’s 
sons were samples of what a 


poor 
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preacher’s sons should be, but Samuel 
was different. And we may be sure he 
knew his mother expected him to be the 
kind of man a servant of God should 
be—true, pure, honest, kind, and gentle. 
So it was that “the child Samuel grew 
on, and was in favour both with the Lord, 
and also with men.”

Their praying 
parents expect great things for them and 
great things from them. Samuel did 
not disappoint his praying mother. Be 
sure not to disappoint yours.

“Called his name Samuel, saying, Be-

(1 Sam. 1:20).—Hannah prayed for a 
considerable period under distressing 
circumstances. She was being taunted 


and provoked for her barrenness; and 
conditions were terrible around the Tab- 
ernacle at Shilah. Sin was flaunted in 
the very face of Israel's God, and “men 
abhorred the offering of the Lord.” How 
persevering in prayer would we have 
been in like circumstances? 

Hannah exercised both faith and pa- 
tience and the Lord fulfilled her desire 
for a son who would be used of Him to 
change conditions in Israel. 

In the diary of a mother who lived 
on Long Island, there was found this 
notation, “This morning I rose very early 
to pray for my children, and especially 
that my sons may be ministers and mis- 
sionaries of Jesus Christ.”

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for the fulfillment of desires begotten 
in them by the Holy Spirit. 

“The Lord hath given me my petition” 
(1 Sam. 1:27).—What a satisfaction to 
Hannah to be able to hold up the child 
Samuel before Eli and say, “For this 
child I prayed; and the Lord hath given 
me my petition which I asked of him”! 

Along with all Christians who have 
had prayers answered, we can say to 
the glory of God regarding various ob- 
jects: “For this I prayed; and the Lord 
hath given me my petition.” He does 
not always answer exactly as we thought 
He would. That may be due to the fact 
that we fail to be specific about details 
in our petition. For example, a Chris- 
tian said to us recently: “I prayed very 
definitely to the Lord to put us in touch 
with someone who was eager to sell us 
a drugstore. He answered—but the store 
was in Denver—I had forgotten to stipu- 
late that we wanted a store in Minne- 
apolis! However, we took the Denver 
store, and everything has gone on to His 
glory and our good.” Hannah did not 
simply pray for a child—she definitely 
said “a man child” (v. 11). 

“As long as he liveth he shall be lent 
[or given] to the Lord” (1 Sam. 1:28) .— 
Hannah’s was not a natural longing 
merely, but a yearning for a son whom 
she could give to the Lord for His serv- 
ice—surely a very unselfish desire. 

When we ask for scmething simply to 
“consume it upon [our] . , . lusts,” or to 
spend it on our pleasures, we do not re- 
ceive it (Jas, 4:3). 


“And the child Samuel ministered unto 
the Lord” (1 Sam. 3:1).—There could not 
have been much service for a child to 
render in the Tabernacle. He could do 
such a thing as open the doors (v. 15); 
but whatever he did, he did as unto the 
Lord. Whatsoever we do “in word or 
deed,” we are to do “in the name of the 
Lord Jesus, giving thanks to God and 
the Father by him” (Col, 3:17). How 
that dignifies that which would other- 
wise be termed “menial service”! 

“When you play,” said Schumann to 
his musicians. “do not trouble about who 
is listening to you; yet always play as 
if a master were listening.” In our case 
the Master is always listening to what 
we say, and looking at what we do. And 
He regards that which is being done, 
as done unto Himself—hence nothing 
should be regarded by us as insignifi- 
cant. 

It is said that a committee once called 
cn Enrico Caruso, then at the zenith of 
his fame, to ask if he would sing at a 
concert for the benefit of the soldiers. 
The chairman of the committee hurriedly 
said: “Of course, Mr, Caruso, as this 
is a charity affair, we would not expect 
you to do your best. Your name will 
draw the crowd and you can merely 
sing some song requiring little of 


strength or skill.” Caruso is said to have 
drawn himself to full height as he said, 
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“Caruso never does less than his best. 
Surely our blessed Lord is always 
worthy of our best. 

“And Samuel told him every whit 
(1 Sam. 3:18).—It was a solemn message 
of judgment which the Lord had com- 
municated to Samuel. Now that Eli en- 
joins Samuel to convey the message to 
him without keeping a detail back, Sam- 
uel faithfully discharges his duty. Sam- 
vel was but a steward of that communi- 
cation, and “it is required in stewards, 
that gq man be found faithful” (1 Cor. 
4:2). 

I feel for all the men who faithfully 
pledged themselves to be ministers of 
the Gospel of Christ and who have be- 
trayed their trust. To deny the divine 
inspiration of the message, or to distort 
it, or to keep it back, is a most serious 
matter. But I rejoice with all who can 
in their measure say with the Apostle 
Paul: “Wherefore I take you to record 
this day, that I am pure from the blocd 
of all men. For I have not shunned to 
declare unto you all the counsel of God” 
(Acts 20:26, 27). 

I enjoy the incident which is related 
about Andrew Bonar. At the conclusion 
of his first and cnly visit to America 
they gave him a farewell meeting in 
New York. Several men eulogized him, 
and one man in closing said, “Think of 
the ‘crown of righteousness’ which the 
Lord, the righteous Judge shall give to 
Andrew Bonar in that day!” The dear 
man walked to the front of the platform 
and held up his hand toward Heaven 
and completed Paul’s saying to Timothy, 
“and not to me only, but unto all them 
also that love his appearing.”

“And the word of Samuel came to all 
Israel” (1 Sam. 4:1).—He did not limit 
himself to the tribe of Levi because he 
came from that tribe. He ministered to 
all twelve tribes. He tock in all the 
people of God. All Israel was his parish, 
Sorry to say, some Christians are very 
clannish. My wife was at a women's 
missionary meeting in a certain place. 
One of the women present noticed a 
number of strangers at the service, and 
said, “I don’t like it when strangers come 
in, I prefer to be just by ourselves!” 
It is “all the werld” and “every crea- 
ture” for the Gospel preacher today.

AY, fellows, you sometimes hear the 

statement that God has a plan for 
every life, and I firmly believe that is 
true. Yet, when we look around us and 
see what miserable failures some lives 
are, the question naturally arises, “Could 
it be possible that God planned lives 
to be wrecked like that?”

patience wait for it” (Rom. 8:25). There 
are times when much time and much 
wasted energy can be saved and much 
profit gained by simply waiting upon 
God—expectantly! 

One interesting thing about Samuel is 
how far back the Lord planned his life 
—long before he was born. See his 
mother’s lips moving in prayer in the 
Temple. Old Eli did not understand it; 
he thought she was drunk, and he re- 
buked her (1 Sam, 1:12-15). Actually, 
God and she were working together 
planning the life of one who was yet 
unborn. It was God’s will that he might 
become a great prophet and a judge in 
Israel. 

The story of Samuel’s birth, his child- 
hood, his training, and his great serv- 
ice to his Lord and to his people is a 
beautiful one, and interesting to the last 
degree. It is different from any other 
life story ever told. It is absolutely 
unique. But don’t let that discourage 
you. We cannot all be mountain peaks 
in the likeness of Moses and Elijah and 
Paul and Luther and Moody, but we can 
be unique in high service to Jesus Christ. 

It is a thrilling thought to me (and 
I confidently believe it) that the Lord 
has a different plan for every life— 
maybe not so much different in some 
cases, yet not exactly the same. If you 
fail of His plan, doubtless that particu- 
lar plan will never be fulfilled. It is 
a solemn thought, but it is very wonder- 
ful. Each one has an individual cell in 
his make-up designed to develop in 
unique service to the Master Builder. 
It is up to you to discover it. “Commit 
thy way unto the Lord; trust also in 
him; and he shall bring it to pass” (Psa. 
37:5). 

Another interesting thing about Sam- 
uel is that as soon as he was old enough 
to understand God’s claim upon his life, 
he made connection with the plan. It 
was no longer Hannah-Eli-Samuel, but 
now it was God and Samuel, working 
together. Even as a boy he recognized 
himself as in business for God. The 
record states, “Samuel ministered before 
the Lord, being a child, girded with a 
linen ephod” (1 Sam, 2:18). The ephod 
was a symbol of the Temple service. 
In the twenty-sixth verse of the second 
chapter it is stated, “And the child Sam- 
uel grew on, and was in favour both 
with the Lord, and also with men.” This 
sounds very much like what was stated 
of the boy Jesus, in Luke 2:52. 

Fellows, be assured of this tremendous 
fact: God’s blueprint has been already 
made for your life; you cannot seek too 
early to connect with it.

A PROPHET IN THE MAKING 


OMEONE has asked a very important 

question: “Why are some Chris- 
tians not always happy?” It is not God’s 
will that this should be so, for He wants 
His children to be happy. Philippians 
4:4 says, “Rejoice in the Lord alway: and 
again I say, Rejoice.” What then is the 
trouble? One of you girls tell us what 
it is that gives joy to the newborn Chris- 
tian. (Being able to say, “I am His, and 
He is mine.”) Exactly so. A Christian’s 
joy comes from fellowship with the 
Lord. But if he sins, his fellowship with 
the Lord is broken. However, as soon 
as that Christian goes to the Lord and 
says: “I am sorry I did that. [Naming 
the sin.] Please help me not to do it 
again,” fellowship is restored. If a 
Christian cannot remember any particu- 
lar sin which has interrupted his fel- 
lowship with Christ, but he feels out of 
touch with the Lord, he can go to Him 
and say, “Lord, show me what has come 
between my soul and Thee, so that I can 
confess it and forsake it.” The Lord 
always answers such a prayer, for He 
wants to have fellowship with us, more 
than we desire to have fellowship with 
Him. Oh, girls, if there is a cloud be- 
tween your soul and your Saviour, get 
rid of it today. A Christian should be 
able to say joyfully at all times, “The 
Father’s face of radiant grace shines 
now in light on me.” 

Let us take a few moments now for 
silent prayer that we all may be in 
happy fellowship with the Lord before 
we take up the lesson. 

Today we have the early life of Sam- 
uel, one of the great men of the Bible. 
The story of Samuel starts with his 
mother Hannah. Hannah did not have 
nearly as much light as we do, for she 
had only the first five or six books of 
the Old Testament, yet I do not believe 
she allowed a cloud to stay between her 
soul and God. When God wanted a man 
who would be both a great prophet and 
a great leader for the Israelites, He chose 
a godly woman to be his mother. Han- 
nah had longed for a little son for years, 
but God did not send her one till she 
was ready for him. Read 1 Samuel 1:11. 
As soon as Hannah told the Lord that 
she would give the child back to Him 
for His service, she was ready to re- 
ceive little Samuel. One of the pre- 
requisites for godly child-training is the 
recognition that God has the first claim 
on a life. Now read verse 20. What 
does the name Samuel mean? (Asked 
of God.) I am sure Samuel learned 
while he was still very young that God 
had sent him to his mother in answer 
to her prayer. Hannah was a woman of 
prayer. No wonder Samuel grew up to 
be a man of prayer, 

Another outstanding thing about Han- 
nah was her humility. She showed this 
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very clearly when she went into the 
house of the Lord to ask God for a son. 
She pritiyed silently. When Eli, the priest, 
saw her lips moving, he rebuked her for 
being drunk. If Hannah had been proud, 
she would have been deeply offended 
at being so misjudged. Read what she 
replied in 1 Samuel 1:15, 16. Notice that 
instead of being angry, she respectfully 
explained to Eli what she had been do- 
ing. No wonder her husband loved her 
so dearly, when she was both humble 
and good. 

Now read 1 Samuel 1:24-28 and see 
another fine thing about Hannah. She 
was a woman of her word. She kept her 
promise to give her little son back to 
the Lord. She did not say: “Oh, I have 
changed my mind. I did promise to give 
him to the Lord before I had him. Now 
I'm too fond of him to give him up.” 
No, she kept her promise, no matter how 
much it cost her to part with him. No 
wonder Samuel grew up to be a man of 
integrity. 

Hannah had prayed for Samuel in sad- 
ness. Now she rejoiced over the answer 
to her prayers in a psalm of praise. Let 
us read it together in 1 Samuel 2:1-10. 
She begins by stating that she rejoices 
in God and in His salvation, the very 
same things that we rejoice in two thou- 
sand years later! These words also show 
her knowledge of the Scriptures. For 
instance, she says, “There is none holy 
as the Lord.” This was brought out 
clearly in the books of Moses. Then she 
refers to Him as a rock, which also 
reminds us of the early books of the 
Bible. : 

How do you suppose little Samuel felt 
to be left alone with Eli? But Eli was 
kind, and I am sure he comforted little 
Samuel. Later on Samuel] turned out 
to be a greater comfort to him than his 
own sons had ever been, 

Read 1 Samuel 2:18, where we learn 
that Samuel served the Lord when he 
was younger than anyone in this room. 
Read verse 19. What a joy those annual 
visits must have been to Hannah, as well 
as to little Samuel! Verses 20 and 21 
tell how’ many more children the Lord 
gave Hannah. She gave one child to 
the Lord and He gave her five more! 
That is just like the Lord. Whenever 
anyone gives up anything for His sake, 
He repays him many times over. 

Now let us have the flannelgraph les- 
son on “The Boy Samuel” from Deana 
and Dixie. In this story we see the same 
fine characteristics in Samuel that we 
saw in his mother. He was humble 
or he would not have jumped up quickly 
again and again at what he thought was 
the call of Eli. 

Samuel was a truthful boy, for when 
Eli asked him to tell him what the Lord 
had said, “Samuel told him every whit, 
and hid nothing from him.” 

And after his call, the child Samuel 
began to get acquainted with the Lord 
just as his mother had done. Read 1 
Samuel 3:21. “The Lord revealed him- 
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self to Samuel .. . by the word of the 
Lord.” That is the way He reveals Him- 


self to us today. 

It has been said that the hand that 
rocks the cradle rules the world. There 
is a great deal of truth in that saying. 
A mother determines very largely under 
God, what her child will be like. Right 
now is the time for you girls to start 
being the kind of person you would like 
your child to be. Are you humble, truth- 
ful, prayerful? Let us pray that we 
may be all these things for the sake of 
the next generation, as well as for the 
sake of the One who died for us.

Paste 
on the map the picture of the little coat 
which his mother brought him every 
year when she came to see him, Gcd 
was training Samuel to be His leader of 
Israel, and He began with him when 
he was very young. 

It seems hard to us that a child so 
young should have been taken away 
from his home and his mother, but God 
knew the best way to train him. Today 
God trains most of His children in their 
homes and Sunday schools, but not al- 
ways. I know of some missionary chil- 
dren whose fathers and mothers are in 
Africa and South America and other 
places, and the children are in this coun- 
try and Canada going to school. 

Hannah, Samuel’s mother, could see 
him once a year when she tock him his 
little coat. The children cannot know 
how much work there was to getting 
that little coat ready. Hannah didn’t 
have a store or a Montgomery Ward 
catalogue. No, she had no place to buy 
the cloth for the coat. She probably 
raised the sheep, maybe she sheared it 
herself, washed the wool, carded it, spun 
it into thread, and wove it into cloth. 
It was a job, but every minute of it 
was done in love for Hannah's beloved 
son. She was glad to do it, for she had 
given him to the Lord. 

Some of the missionary parents have 
to go for three or five years without 
seeing their children. Nobody but those 
who have lived through such a separa- 
tion can know how much it costs, but 
they are willing to do it, because they 
have given their children to the Lord. 
And this separation is part of the chil- 
dren’s training just as were Samuel's 
years with Eli in the Tabernacle 

God will train every child that is dedi- 
cated to Him, if parents are faithful in 
teaching and guiding them. There are 
some promises to thee and “thy house.” 
As teachers, you can help by giving the 
children opportunities for accepting 
Christ, and also for giving their lives 
to Him for service. 

You think Primary children are too 
young? I could tell you of missionaries 
that knew while they were Primary chil- 
dren that God was calling them to be 
missionaries, and were willing even that 
young to go where God wanted them. 
That is the wonderful time to yield the 
life to the Lord. 

As we study the story of Samuel we 
find that He was willing to do God's 
will. He was a boy who could be trusted. 
God tested him the night he spoke to 
him. He told him the things that would 
happen to Eli and his sons, and Samuel 
was so troubled that he lay awake until 
morning, and he was afraid to tell Eli, 
for the things were judgments for sin. 
But when Eli asked him, he told him all 
that God had said. He was honest 
with Eli, though it was hard, for he must 
have loved Eli. He had early learned 
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that he must be true with God’s Word, 
no matter if the judgments were hard. 

How ycung people need that training 
today! If they can be taught to study 
God’s Word faithfully and believe it, 
and stand by it no matter what comes, 
God can use them. If the Primary child 
believes in the Lord Jesus Christ and 
learns the Word, we will not lose him 
as soon as he reaches junior high age. 
So your task is of vital importance. So 
often we come across people who say 
they went to Sunday school until they 
got to high school, and then they quit. 
No, they are not interested in going to 
church. They guess they had too much 
of it when they were little. Oh, no, 
that’s not the trouble. Some teacher or 
teachers let them slip through without 
ever reaching them with the salvation 
story. They had Sunday school without 
finding the Lord Jesus Christ, and they 
are about the hardest people to reach 
in middle life, for they think they know 
all about church, and don’t want any 
more of it. How desperately important 
is the task of Sunday schoc! teaching! 

In fact, we cannot teach a class with- 
out the power of the Holy Spirit. We 
cannot compete with all the attractions 
of the world in appealing to the children, 
We, in ourselves, are helpless. Only 
the power of God can reach the hearts 
of children or adults for Him How 
many times our hearts have cried out 
in agony because we could not bring 
a loved one to a decision for Christ. We 
cannot, but we have a God who answers 
prayer. Let us call on Him.

SE two pictures of Samuel, one 
showing him as a tiny child and 
the other as a boy. Perhaps you have 
the one by Reynolds of the little Sam- 
uel praying, and the one by Wyeth show- 
ing Eli looking intently in the boy Sam- 
uel’s eyes. How old was the little Samuel 
when his mother left him to serve in 
the Tabernacle? (“Weaned” indicates he 
may have been about three according 
to Eastern customs.) How hard for Han- 
nah and Elkanah to say good-by and 
leave such a little fellow with the old 
priest Eli! Why didn’t they take him 
home with them? (Let some pupil vol- 
unteer to tell of Hannah's prayer and 
vow.) But I am sure Hannah had al- 
ready taught her little boy to come at 
once when she called, “Samuel!” and 
to mind, and to leave things alone when 
she said, “No, no!” How terrible if God’s 
little boy should be naughty and bad! 
She had taught him to say his prayers, 

I suppose, and to love the Lord God. 
For a whole year she would not see

him again. But how often she thought 
of him! And do you know what she 
was doing? Making a present for him! 
(1 Sam, 2:19.) And I imagine each year 
after she kissed her boy and tried on 
his new coat, she would be asking: “And 
have you been a good boy this year, 
Samuel? Do you mind Eli? Do you do 
the work just as he tells you?” How 
happy Mother would be when Samuel 
could say, “Yes, Mother.” Then later 
Eli might tell her how well Samuel had 
done, how obedient and faithful he was. 

The Bible tells all this in one little 
verse that should go between our pic- 
tures. (Place the Memory Verse printed 
on paper about the size of the pictures 
between them.) “The child Samuel grew 
on, and was in favour both with the 
Lord, and also with men” (1 Sam. 2:26) 
He grew all right! Mother had to make 
a bigger coat every year! But how do 
we know God was pleased with him? 
The Lord came and talked with him, 
and gave him even harder work to do 
(Let someone tell the story.) How hard 
it was for Samuel to tell the kind old 
priest, who was like a grandfather to 
him, the sad message from God! But 
he told it every bit. As the days went 
by, everyone knew the Lord was with 
Samuel God talked with him And 
Samuel always told God's words exactly: 
he never lied, so his words always 
proved true, and people trusted him 

You see, there were two others there 
in the house of the Lord whom people 
could not trust, Eli’s sons, Hophni and 
Phinehas. They were priests. But be- 
cause their father had not made them 
mind when they were boys, now they 
disobeved God’s laws, tceo. When their 
father scolded them for their wrongdo- 
ing, and their leading others to break 
God's laws, they did not pay any atten- 
tion to him, but kept on in their own 
ways. People could not trust them, and 
God punished them, 

WHO? QUIZ Who was Eli? Who 
was Elkanah? Who was Hannah? Who 
was Hophni? Who was Phinehas? Who 
was Samuel? 

Are you one of those boys or girls 
who often says, “The teacher always 
picks on me?” If you aren't in favor 
with the teacher or the neighbor across 
the road, there may be something the 
matter with you Probably you aren't 
in favor with God either. Could your 
name go in our Memory Verse as well 
as Samuel's? (Discuss how Samuel got 
that way, and lead pupils to see how 
obedience, faithfulness to work, honesty, 
and consideration of others lead to this 
goal.

For insets around the map 
suggest: Samuel’s new coat; Samuel on 
his bed, his name in quotation marks to 
represent the call of the Lord.

And 
there she told Rachel how God in His 
great love for us sent His only Son down 
to earth.

Africa Missionary Color Book. By Dor- 
othy M. Divers. (Augsburg Pub. House, 
Minneapolis 15; 25 cents.) In ‘a friendly 
visit to a Beginners Sunday school class, 
the reader sees here a two-page picture 
of the children dropping coins into their 
missionary box. Next he is taken to 
the station, where two missionaries are 
saying farewell to their small supporters 
who have come in a body to see them 
off. Two more pages are occupied by a 
fine ocean liner with the missionaries 
waving from its deck. Having duly ar- 
rived in Africa, the two are then shown 
on trek alongside a lorry laden with 
their baggage. Of course, a lion and a 
crocodile are encountered on the way. At 
last they arrive at the mission-to-be, 
meet a fat African chief, see a horrible 
heathen dance, and are finally invited 
to stay and teach. Then comes a round 
thatched church with new converts en- 
tering, Bibles in hand. At the book’s 
close, the reader harks back to America, 
where the Sunday school class continues 
to fill its missionary box. 

The pictures are comical in their prim- 
itive lines, each being followed by a few 
descriptive sentences. And as small 
folk color the pictures they should ac- 
quire a sense of the missionary need and 
of their responsibility to meet that need. 


Round Trip for Johnny. By Virginia 
B. Novinger. (Albert Whitman & Co., Chi- 
cago 6; $1.50.) It is time for little Johnny 
to begin going to school in a few days, 
and Mother talks it over with him. Then 
they start out to learn the way, turning 
first right and then left, and carefully 
watching the traffic lights. They chat 
with the apple man and the gas station 
man and tell him the news. Next day 
Johnny is to take Mother to the school 
and bring her back. Most of the book 
is made up of large and beautiful 
brightly-colored pictures, with the brief 
text attractively printed in a way that 
little folks can easily read or even re- 
member, 


Trudy’s Uphill Road. By Mary Alice 
Faid. (Fleming H. Revell, Westwood, 
N. J., $2.25.) It was a sad thing when 
Daddy Lawson passed away, just as 
Trudy and David were looking forward 
to college. Nancy and Ping were too 
young to realize all that the bereave- 
ment meant, though not too young to 
figure in the family plans. First, Mother 
rented a room to Miss Primrese, whose 
pet peeves were dogs, boys, noise, and 
religion. Also Trudy secured a position 
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as tutor in the Stanhope family, where 
no mention of Christ or the Bible was 
allowed. 

Just wher all the Lawson family had 
concluded that they could no longer en- 
dure Miss Primrose, the lady fell and 
broke her ankle, so the family was still 
saddled with her innumerable com- 
plaints. Then Trudy, finding her oldest 
pupil positively insubordinate, risked the 
calming effect of Bible stories, a course 
that brought about her dismissal. 

But evangelists came to town, and 
among those reached for the Lord were 
the Stanhopes. Miss Primrose also was 
saved and passed away peacefully, leav- 
ing an unexpected legacy to Trudy. Then 
David’s sculpture took first award in an 
art exhibit. So the uphill road came to 
an end at last. But it seemed that the 
lessons in patience and trust, learned 
with so much difficulty on this road, 
were after all, worth while. 


Martin Luther. By William Dallmann. 
(Concordia Pub. House, St. Louis 18; 
$3.50.) A revised edition of a book first 
published in 1917, this volume is a lively, 
well-illustrated biography cf the great 


reformer. In large part, history itself. 


speaks—quotations from Luther, his con. 
temporaries both Romanist and Protes- 
tant, and from historians, abound on 
every page. It is difficult to find a word 
to characterize Dallmann’s_ style; it 
might be called “simple” or “plain.” 
The book is certainly easy to read and 
understand. 

Dallmann’s loyal Lutheranism has no 
doubt colored his presentation of the 
colloguy at Marburg. His charge that the 
Swiss were rationalists and the Luth- 
erans alone loyal to the Word, is not 
accurate, Yet this blemish is but a minor 
part of the account, and need not detract 
from the excellence of the volume as a 
whole.

for God in secular tasks, but it is worth 
while if that is the will of God for us.” 

It saves time and is often easier to use 
such expressions as “full-time” and 
“part-time,” “secular” and “religious,” 
than to use longer explanations. The 
use of money is analagous to the use of 
time. In a spiritual sense it is true that 
all of a Christian's time and money 
should be at the Lord’s disposal and 
under His control. But it is also true 
that Christians who budget their incomes 
and manage their affairs well, set apart 
some as tithe money, some for rent, tele- 
phone, electricity, coal, food, and other 
expenses. This distinction is not un- 
scriptural. 

When Paul came to Corinth he stayed 
with Aquila and Priscilla, “because he 
was of the same craft .. . for by their 
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occupaticn they were tentmakers” (Acts 
18:1-3). In 1 Corinthians 9:7-18 Paul 
takes up the question as to whether a 
man has a right to earn a living simply 
by preaching the Gospel. He declares 
that “the Lord ordained that they which 
preach the gospel should live of the 
gospel,” but he also makes it plain that 
he did not as a rule follow this plan 
among them. In writing to the Thessa- 
lonians he said, “For ye remember, 
brethren, our labour and travail: for 
labouring night and day, because we 
would not be chargeable unto any of 
you, we preached unto you the gospel

Money Is Spiritual Power 
(Mal. 3:8-10; Mark 12:41-44)

OST of us discover rather early in 
life that money has power. We 
find quickly enough that a coin means 
the difference between a bag of candy or 
an ice cream cone at the corner store, 
and merely wishing for one. But we do 
not learn the value of that power quite 
so socn or so easily. Not until we begin 
to earn money by our own effort do we 
begin to appreciate its value, and even 
then, sometimes, some bitter lessons are 
necessary before we acquire a real sense 
of the true value of money, 

The Lord knew that man would be 
tempted to use all sorts of false stand- 
ards in evaluating money and possessions 
and so He has placed in His Word many 
admonitions and warnings to help us 
know God’s standard and be guided by it. 

ye 

First of all, contrary to the opinion of 
some who do not know the Bible too 
well, it does not say that money is evil, 
or the “root of all evil.” It is the “love 
of money” that is so described in 1 Tim- 
othy 6:10. It is those that “will to be 
rich,” or, in other words, set their hearts 
on obtaining wealth, that “fall into temp- 
tation and a snare, and into many fool- 
ish and hurtful lusts.” The rich ruler 
who came to Christ, in Luke 18: 18-27, 
was not hindered from following Him 
merely because he was “very rich,” but 
because he valued his riches more than 
he valued discipleship. He had set his 
heart on his riches.

Next, we should understand clearly 
that all we have we owe to God. We 
came into the world with nothing (1 
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Tim. 6:7), and we can take nothing with 
us when we leave. Even thcugh we may 
inherit certain possessions from relatives, 
God first gave the strength and ability to 
enable them to accumulate the wealth, 
just as He also must give us the ability 
to earn or multiply wealth. And behind 
all this are the raw materials and natural 
resources from His lavish hand, without 
which possessions cannot be acquired. It 
is, therefore, not a questicn of how much 
of what I have do I owe God, but, rather. 
how much of all that belongs to God 
may I properly use for myself. 

Now let us not misunderstand. We 
have a loving Heavenly Father. He de- 
lights to give good things to His children 
infinitely more than any earthly father 
does. He does not withhold any good 


thing from them that walk uprightly 
(Psa, 84:11). But fcr some of us, and 
for all of us at certain times, money or 
possessions may not be “good,” and so 


our Father lovingly withholds such 
things until we can learr how to use 
them for His glery, ard how to possess 
them without having them shut Him out 


. of our lives.

Thus, we may understand that money 
is, indeed, “spiritual power”—power be- 
cause of what it can do when directed 
by the Holy Spirit working through a 
heart yielded to do God’s will first, at 
any ccst, and power because of what it 
can do in the heart and life of its pos- 
sessor. To the rich ruler it meant turning 
away sorrowful from Christ. To another 
“rich fool” it brought a reckoning that 
cost him his soul. To the widow, the 
little she had brought endless commen- 
dation because she gave it all to the 
Lord. To the Macedonian Christians it 
brought the praise of the Apostle Paul 
(2 Cor. 8:1-5), because they first gave 
themselves to the Lord. 

What will be the spiritual power of 
the money, little or great, that God has 
placed in your hands?
